After curefully poru- 
sing the history of the two systema, wo 
will most assuredly find: that commerce, 
manufacturing, mechanics, farming and 
labor in general flourished and prospered 
under a protective system, while when the 
free trade system overflowed the country 
with articles and merchandize manufac- 
tured in foreign countries, where labor is 
below its intrinsic value, and thus compe- 
tion on the part of American manufactures 
rendered altogether impossible, thousands 
ay hundreds of thousands of honest mecha- 
nics were deprived of their means of 
support (employment), our farmers. were 
despoiled of a’great margin of the value of 
their produce; for labor being cheap, they 
were objiged to reduce the price of produce 
below the intrinsic value of their labor be- 
stowed upon it. Millions of honest labor- 
ing Europeans were deterred from emigra- 
ting to this country, fearing that tliey may 
not ouly not command higher wages for 
their Jabor here thon at home, and thus 
materially as well as morally, improve their 
condition, but actually be obliged to suffer 
and starve from want of employment; and

The 
amount of this territory to be affected by 
the decision of the people includes more 
grea than all the States’ of this Union, 
slave and free. It is therefore a question, 
not only)as to the policy ofthe government, 
but as to its power and influence for years 
to come, Shall this power be exerted.in 
behalf of the white men of the North, or of 
the handful of slaye drivers of the South. 
While their territory is to ours, as. 8 is to 
6—while our population is more than dou- 
ble theirs—shall the great power of this 
government be wielded in favor of freedom, 
in the settlement of these territories, or in 
favor of slavery.

The Great Debate between Lincoln 
and Douglas in 1854, 


Tn the sketch of the life of Lincoln allu- 
sion is made to this affair which’ took place 
on the 4th of October, six years aga: 

The State Fair had been in progress two 
days, and the Capitol was full of all manner 
ofmen. The Nebraska bill. had been pas 
sed on the previous twen3y-second of ‘May, 
Mr. Douglas had returned to Dlinois to 
meet an outraged constituency. He had 
made a fragmentary speech in Chicago, the 
people filling up each hiatus in a peculiar 
and good-humored way. He called the 
people a mob—they called him a rowdy. 
The “mob” had the best of it, both then 
and at the election which succeeded. 

We do not remember whether a. chal- 
lenge to debate passed between the friends 
of the speakers not, but there was a per- 
fectly amicable undérstanding between 
Lincoln and Douglas that the former should 
speak two or three hours, and the’ latter 
reply in just as little or as much time as he 
chose. Mr. Lincoln took the stand’at two 
o'clock, a large crowd in attendance, and 
Mr. Douglas seated.on a small platform in 
fuont of the desk. The first half hour of 
Mr. Lincoln's speech was taken up with 
compliments to his distinguished friend 
Judge Douglas, and’ dry allusions ‘td. the 
political events of the past few years: 

His distinguished friend Judge Douglas 
had taken his seat,.as solemn as the Gock- 
Laue ghost, evidently with the design of 
not moving a muscle till it came bis turn 
to speak.,..The. laughter provoked by Lin- 
cola’s exordium, however, s00n began to 
make him uneasy; and when Me. D. arri- 
ved at his (Douglas') speech pronouncing 
the Missouri Compromise “a sacred thing 
which no ruthless hand would eyer be 
reckless enough to disturb,’ he opened his 
lips far enough to remark, ‘A, first-rate 
speech!” “This. was the; beginning of an 
amusing colloquy. Pia, 

“Yes,” continued Lincola ‘‘so affédtion- | 
ate was iny friend’s regard for this compro- 
mise line, that'when Texas was Andexed to 
the Union, and it) was found that ‘a strip 
extended north of 36 deg. 30!min., he ac- 
tually introduced a bill'extending thé line 
and prohibiting slavery in the northern 
edge of the new State.” 

“And you voted against the bill,” said 
Douglas 

“ Precisely'so" replied Lincoln; ‘I was 
in fayor of running the line a great deal 
further South” >

Extract from an Extompore Specch 
of Mr. Lincoln, in 1353, 


“The Declaration of Independence was 
| fornied by the representatives of American 
liberty from thirteeh States of the Confe- 
deragy—twelve of which were slaveholding 
communities, We need not discuss the 
way or the reason of their becoming slave- 
holding communities, It is sufficient for 
our purpose that all of them greatly de- 
(plored the eyil and that'they passed a pro: 
yision in the Constitution which they sup- 
‘posed would gradually remove the disease 
by cutting off its source. This was the 
jabolition of the slave trade. So genedal 
was the conviction—the public determiea- 
tion—to abolish the African Slave trade, 
that ghe provision which I have referred 
to as being placed in, the Constitution, de- 
clared that it should not be abolished prior 
to the penr 1808. A constitutional provi- 
sion was necessary to prevent the people, 
through Congress, from putting a stop to 
the trafic immediately at the close of the 
war. Now, if slavery had been a good 
thing, would the Fathers of the Republic 
have taken a step calculated to diminish its 
benificent influences among themselves, 
and snatch the boon wholly for thelr pos- 
terity ? These communities, by their re- 
presentatives in old Independence Hall, 
said to the whole world of men: ‘We hold 
these truths to be self-evident: that all 
men are created equal, that they’ ate cn-, 
dowed by their Creator with certain inalien- 
able rights; that among these are life, 
liberty, and the putsuit of happiness.’ This 
was their majestic interpretation of the 
economy of the Universe. ‘This was their 
lofty, and wise, and noble understanding of 
the justice of the Creator to His creatures. 
(Applause.] Yes, gentlemen, to all His 
creatures, to the whole great fumlly ofman. 
In their enlightened belief, nothing stamp- 
ed with the divine image and likeness was 
sent into the world to be trodden on and 
degraded, and imbruted by its fellows. 
They grasped not only ‘the whole race of 
man then living, but they reached forward 
and seized upon the farthest posterity. 
They erected a beacon to guide their chil-, 
dreo and their ohildrén’s children, and the 
countless myriads who should inhabit the 
earth in other ages , Wise statesmen, as 
they were, they knew the tendency of. pos- 
terity to breed tyrants, and so they estab- 
lished these great self-evident truths, that 
when in the distant future some man, some 
faction, some interest, should set up the 
doctrine that none but rich men, or none 
‘Dut white men, or none but Anglo-Saxons, 
were entitled to life, liberty, and the pur-
